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Hun Sen, Rainsy Settle Differences in Reform Deal 

BY KUCH NAREN I NOVEMBER 
29, 2014 
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Prime Minister Hun Sen and 
opposition leader Sam Rainsy, in a 
meeting on Friday at the National 
Assembly, settled the remaining disputes 
between the CPP and CNRP over the 
details of the sweeping electoral 
reform package promised in their July 
22 political deal. 

A letter signed Friday by Mr. Hun 
Sen and Mr. Rainsy, who met on the 
sidelines of a plenary session of parlia- 
ment, says a new draft law on the 
organization of the National Election 
Committee (NEC) and an amendment 
to the existing election law will be 
passed by the end of February 2015. 

"For the remaining disagreements 
in the draft law on the organization and 
functioning of the NEC, the top leaders 
of the two parties agreed to settle them 
completely," the letter says. 

Speaking to reporters after the 
meeting, Kuoy Bunroeun, one of the 
CNRP’s lead negotiators in election 
reform talks, said the opposition party 
had given in to the CPP’s demand that 
members of the NEC be barred from 
holding dual citizenship. 

"Regarding the matter of nationality 
for all members of the NEC, we are not 
extremely intransigent,” Mr. Bunroeun 
said. "It means that those who want to 
be candidates shall renounce other 
nationalities after being voted in." 

Mr. Bunroeun said that NEC 
members would be able to reclaim foreign 
citizenship once they left their position 
on the nine-member committee. 

The new law will also require the 
NEC's secretary-general and other offi- 
cials to be approved by a majority vote 
among the nine members, according to 
Keut Rith, a CPP secretary of state at 
the Justice Ministry who also addressed 
reporters following the meeting. 

The CPP had previously been 
pushing for the NEC president to be 
given the power to personally appoint 
the body's administration. 

Mr. Rith said the CNRPhad also 
accepted the CPFs demand that members 
of the NEC cannot be blood relatives 
of the leader or deputy leader of parties 
with seats in the National Assembly. 

The new NEC will be composed 


of four members appointed by the CPP, 
four by the CNRP and a ninth neutral 
member. Mr. Rith said the party leaders 
had agreed on a mechanism to break 
any potential impasse within the electoral 
commission. 

"In case the NEC is deadlocked and 
is causing obstacles to the organization 
of an election, the National Assembly 
can dissolve the NEC by a [majority] 
vote," Mr. Rith said. 

In a change of heart by the govern- 
ment, Mr. Hun Sen also agreed to let 
the CNRP operate an analog TV station, 
fulfilling a promise he made as part of 
the July 22 deal. Information Minister 
Khicu Kanharith said Thursday that 
there were no available stations for the 
opposition party. 

The opposition TV station will be 
run by a private company called 
Cambodia Independent Media, which 
has already been registered with the 
Ministry of Commerce, and will be 
given a frequency that is currently 
unused, according to a letter from Mr. 
Kanharith released Friday and dated 
Thursday. 

"Cambodian Independent Media 
Co., Ltd. shall come and submit an 
application with the Ministry of 
Information for a license to operate a 
television station in Phnom Penh 
municipality and relay-broadcasting in 
the provinces," the letter says. 

Speaking by telephone Friday, Mr. 
Rainsy said that Mr. Hun Sen had 
called him Thursday night to inform 
him that the Information Ministry's 
insistence that the opposition start a 
digital TV channel, rather than an analog 
station, was in violation of the July 
deal. 

"Last night at midnight, Hun Sen 
called me and said he recognized it is 
not fair and that, 'The government will 
find a way for you to have the analog 
TV station that you can operate right 
now,'" Mr. Rainsy said. 

Also as part of Friday's deal, Mr. 
Hun Sen agreed to officially recognize 
Mr. Rainsy as the "minority leader" in 
the National Assembly, a title that the 
opposition leader said was "just an 
honorific, but at least it is symbolic." 

Mr. Rainsy said that Mr. Hun Sen

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Local Rice Wine Suspected in Deaths of Six Kratie 

Villagers

Six people have died in a village 
in Kratie province over the past two 
weeks after drinking rice wine that 
local authorities suspect was contami- 
nated with a toxic substance, officials 
said Monday* 

The first death came on November 
14, when Or Ren, 52, passed away at 
his home in Prek Prasap district’s Tamao 
commune after drinking locally made 
rice wine. Five more people died between 
then and November 22, including the 
wife of one distiller. 

Commune councilor Eng Chamnat 
said the victims described symptoms 
including headaches, vomiting and a 
sensation of suffocation the day after 
drinking the suspect home brew. 

“Before they died, the victims 
were all in good health,” he said, “We 
deduce that they died because of the 
wine, but we are not sure, because 
nothing happened when they drank 
the wine before*” 

Chheng Hong, director of the 
Kratie referral hospital, said a group 
of officials from the provincial health 
department visited his facility last 
week to test the rice wine. 

“However, we cannot answer any 
questions because the results of their 

CPP Lawmakers Push

The National Assembly on Friday 
approved the $3*8 billion budget for 
2015, despite opposition lawmakers, 
who have slammed the draft budget 
for its lack of details, abstaining from 
the vote* 

In the morning, the ruling CPP 
voted to bring the draft bill to a debate, 
with 65 of its parliamentarians voting 
in favor while 47 CNRP lawmakers 
abstained from the vote. By the end of 
the daylong debate, just 19 opposition 
members remained in the assembly 
chamber when the ruling party voted 
to approve the budget at 6 p.m* 

The draft 2015 budget, which 
included $400 million more in spending 
than in 2014 and allocated the most 
money to defense, security and education, 


tests have not yet been released,” he

Deputy provincial police chief 
Urn Phy said he had ordered all rice 
wine distillers and vendors in the area 
to temporarily close their businesses 
after suspicions about the alcohol 
were raised on November 16, two 
days after the first victim died. 

“We do not know if anyone pur- 
posely poisoned the wine with pesti- 
cides, but we will arrest them and 
close their shops if the results for poi- 
son are positive,” he said* 

Mr* Phy added that villagers had 
also been warned not to accept any 
more rice wine until the health offi- 
cials completed their assessment* 

The consumption of poisoned 
rice wine is not uncommon in 
Cambodia, where many families make 
and sell their own batches* 

In 2011, at least nine people died 
and dozens more fell ill in a remote 
village in Pursat province after drink- 
ing what turned out to be water mixed 
with pure methanol, a deadly poison 
commonly used as an industrial sol- 
vent* 

Through $3.8 Billion

did not provide specific breakdowns 
for how the funds will be spent. 

CNRP lawmaker Yim Sovann, a 
spokesman for the opposition, said his 
party abstained from the vote because 
the draft budget contained “a lot of 
loopholes” in terms of revenue and 
spending. 

“Usually to approve an important 
draft law for development of the nation, 
at least a few months are required in 
order to conduct a thorough study into 
revenues that are collected by the state 
and collected from all means of sources 
through taxation, as well as the spending 
by sectors [to ensure] the right way and 
effectiveness,” he said during the 
Assembly session.

claimed that an additional $ 1 billion 
in revenue could be generated if the 
government collected taxes more 
effectively. 

“Those areas where we could 
generate more revenue are from casino 
operations, and especially tax on 
gasoline, which could be worth $200 
to $300 million annually,” he said. 

Mr. Sovann said the opposition 
also wanted to see increased spending 
on education, health and social services, 
as well as a boost to civil servants’ 
pay to at least 2 million riel, or about 
$500, a month. 

“We’re so sorry that the draft law 
also does not explain clearly the 
state's inventory, which gives the 
chance for some people to do swap- 
ping, selling and leasing of state public 
properties without transparency and 
accountability,” he added. 

CPP lawmaker Cheam Yeap, 


head of the National Assembly’s eco- 
nomics and finance commission, 
defended the draft 2015 budget during 
the debate. 

Mr. Yeap said it was important in 
terms of public finance policy to 
“ensure the continued accomplish- 
ment of high and sustainable economic 
growth, as well as to ensure the stability 
of the economy and finances in the 
context of low inflation and the stability 
of the exchange rate.” 

The largest portion of the budget 
— $567 million, or about 15 percent 
of total spending — will go to the min- 
istries of defense and interior. The 
approved budget allocation of $433 
million for education in 2015 is nearly 
$100 million more than in last year’s 
budget. 

Only $200 million of the total 
budget will be allocated to provincial, 
district and commune governments.
